Subzero blast prompts schools to close, force repairs to Public Safety Building

WILMINGTON - The temper- 
ature may have dipped below 
zero during a_ particularly 
strong cold snap in Wilmington 
last week, but its impact 
seemed not to stretch beyond 
the grumbling of local residents 
who couldn’t believe just how 
frigid the weather had become. 

How cold was it? School was 
cancelled in Wilmington last 
Friday. 

Despite record-breaking tem- 
peratures on Thursday and 
Friday, though, local automo- 
tive service stations and towing , 
services did not see a surge in 


business from customers wliose 
cars had batteries that needed 
a jump or any other kind of 
assistance. 

"There was not a big increase 
in business like there usually is 
(during exceptionally cold 
weather )," said Kenny Sullivan, 
the owner of A&S Towing here 
in town. 

Sullivan figured that many 
residents have newer cars, 
which with their fuel injection 
do not have difficulty starting 
even in extremely cold weather. 

The cold snap did not affect 
bysiness for Fred F. Cain 

ing, either, according to 


Manager Steve Cain. 

"People are keeping their cars 
in better condition these days," 
Cain said. "Slippery and wet 
road conditions increases our 
business far more than cold 
weather." 

The Public Safety Building on 
Church Street did suffer from 
water damage following the 
bursting of a frozen water pipe 
on Saturday. 

According to Police Chief 
Bernard Nally, damage began 
on the third floor and made its 
way down to the second floor on 
the administrative side of the 


building. 


Selectmen offer support 
for Baby Safe Havens

WILMINGTON - The Board 
of Selectmen voted unanimous- 
ly last week to sponsor an arti- 
cle~for the upcoming Annual 
‘Town Meeting that seeks to cre- 
ate-a Baby Safe Haven in 
Wilmington. ¥ 

During their meeting on 
Jaruary 12, selectmen heard 
from Michael and Jean 
Morrissey, a Lexington couple 
leading the charge for the pas- 
sage of Baby Safe Haven legis- 
lation in Massachusetts. 

“This is probably one of the 
toughest issues facing our state 
than in almost any other place 
in the country,” Michael 
Morrissey said. 

According to the Morrisseys, 
on‘May 1, 2000, a nurse working 
the: overnight shift at St. 
Vincent’s Hospital in Worcester 
stepped outside for a cigarette 
break at approximately 3 a.m. 
She found an infant, no more 
than a few hours old and with 
the umbilical cord still 
attached, in a plastic bag. Had 
she not found the infant at that 
time, it surely would have per- 


ished. 

Since that date, 10 infants 
have been abandoned in 
Massachusetts and 6 of them 
were found dead. 

Massachusetts now resides in 
the stark minority of states 
without a Baby Safe Haven law. 
Such a law would enable the 
mother of a newborn to surren- 
der her infant, without fear of 
prosecution and with guaran- 
teed anonymity, at predeter- 
mined designated places. 

Forty-five of this country’s 50 
states have thus far enacted a 
Baby Safe Haven law, leaving 
Massachusetts in the company 
of Alaska, Hawaii, Nebraska, 
and Vermont. According to 
Morrissey, the 45 states with a 
safe haven law comprise nearly 
97 percent of the United States’ 
entire population. 

“(Massachusetts) is more 
than the majority of the 
remaining 3 percent,” said 
Morrissey. 

June 1st will commemorate 
the 5th anniversary of the orig- 
inal Baby Safe Haven law hav- 
ing been signed into existence 


a a an 


in Texas by then Governor 
George W. Bush. Baby Safe 
Havens throughout the country 
have, according to Morrissey, 
successfully rescued more than 
200 babies since then. 
Legislation for such a law has 
been passed by the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives, but consis- 
tently fails to pass the State 
Senate. In response to the leg- 
islation’s failure to pass the 
bill, the Morrisseys have been 
canvassing Massachusetts 
cities and towns. Once an arti- 
cle for Baby Safe Haven is 
passed at a Town Meeting, it is 
sent up to the State House as a 
Home Rule Petition. It is the 
Morrisseys’ hope that if multi- 
ple communities pass such an 
article, it will convince law- 
makers to step up to the plate. 
“Hopefully, when seeing 20 or 
30 communities coming in with 
Home Rule Petitions, (Senate 
President) Travaglini or 
(Speaker of the House) 
Finneran will say enough is 
enough,” said Morrissey.

WILMINGTON - Attorney 
Michael Newhouse is aiming to

Newhouse, who served as 
Wilmington Town Counsel from 
2001 to 2003, has declared his 
for one of the two 

e-year seats that are avail- 
able on the Board of Selectmen 
during the upcoming annual 
town election. He had previ- 
ously served as a selectmen 
from 1996 until 2001 

“I plan on running a positive 
campaign,” he states. 

Newhouse intends to make the 
town’s finances his top cam- 
paign priority during the 
months ahead. He feels that, 
first and foremost, it is most 
important to maintain the fis- 
cally conservative course that 
he believes the town has chart 
ed during the past ten years. 

According to Newhouse, he 
hopes to bring professionalism, 
independent thought, and the 
care he feels for Wilmington to 
the Board of Selectmen. 

“What has prompted me to 
run this time is the same thing 
that has prompted me in the 
past,” Newhouse says. “I enjoy 
being a part of the process in 
having input for the direction of 
the town.” 

In 1998, when Newhouse was 
half way through his first term 
as a selectman, he made a 
failed bid to unseat 
Representative James Miceli 
In 2001, when he was half way 
through his second consecutive 
term on the board, Newhouse 
resigned and successfully suc- 
ceeded Alan Altman as Town 
Counsel upon Altman's retire- 
ment.

A tribute to Justin O’Neil 


“Justin was the best son 
a parent could ask for”

WILMINGTON - It will be the 
smile and the passion for life 
that they'll always remember. 

‘Two weeks have passed since 
Justin’ O'Neil, a junior at 
Wilmington High School, died 
unexpectedly from a brain 
aneurysm at the Children’s 
Hospital in Boston. He was 16. 

In the time since, Justin's 
family has received an outpour- 
ing of gifts and support from 
the people whose lives were 
touched by the popular young 
man. Some of those people 
were old friends and former 
teachers. Others were folks 
whom Justin’s family never 
met before. All of them spoke 
about Justin’s smile, which 
coursed through every fond 
memory they shared. 

Justin’s family gathered in 
the living room of their Morgan 
Road home on Friday, January 
16, and looked at pictures care- 
fully placed in collages and told 
warm stories of a son, brother, 
nephew, cousin and grandson 
who dreamt of becoming a 
graphic artist, played cards 
with his buddies, loved any- 
thing with wheels, joked with a 
quick wit, and set the lives of 
those around him in perspec- 
tive with his upbeat manner 
and zest for life. 

Justin’s parents, Sherry and 
Joe, his brothers, Evan, 21, and 
Zachary, 10, his grandparents, 
Al and Pat Swain, his aunt, 
Donna Anderson, and his 
cousins Kerrie, Abby and 

were all present on 
Friday. We would all be so for- 
tunate to have our families 
speak of us the way Justin's 
family speaks of him. 

“Justin was everybody’s 


friend,” said Sherry, his mom. 
“He was always smiling.” 

“You could look at his eyes 
and see a sparkle,” said Al 
Swain, his grandfather. 

“He was a good kid,” stated 
his dad, Joe, with pride. 

And then there’s Justin’s little 
cousin, Emma. 

“She was going to marry 
him,” Justin's grandmother, 
Pat Swain, gently kidded.

Mall would benefit Tewksbury 


Dear Editor: 

This letter is in response to 
the January 7, 2004 article by 
Town Crier reporter Stephen 
Bjork, regarding a group called 
“STOMP” that opposes the pro- 

posed Mall Plan in Tewksbury. 

The story quoted a resident, 
Susan Duffy, who said “Don’t 
just base your decision on what 
your neighbor, boss, family 
member or friends say, find out 
for yourself.” 

J agree. While the vast major- 
ity people I speak with about 
this project overwhelmingly 
support the mall development, 
it was not enough for me to just 
take their word. Therefore, I 


attended several meetings, vis- 
ited the Mills Corporation 
Website and gathered informa- 
tion for myself. 

I lea:ned that not only are my 
friends and others absolutely 
right about the benefits of this 
mall but also that my friends 
and others are well informed 
about this issue. 

I believe that the Mills pro- 
posal is well thought out and 
straightforward. The Mills 
Corporation seeks to build a 
750,000 square-foot mall, not the 
1.2 million square-foot mall 
implied in Stephen Bijork’s 
story. At every meeting I 
attended, Mills has emphasized

Each month, before we begin 
our discussion, the readers in 
Bookends call for a vote on the 
book we all finished reading in 
time for our meeting. We use a 
“thumbs up-thumbs down” sys- 
tem, and the criteria are pretty 
subjective: if you liked the 
book, or if you're glad you read 
it, or if you’d recommend it, 
you vote “thumbs up.” “Thumbs 
down” generally means you 
hated the book. Last January, 
Bookends kicked off the liter- 
ary year with a novel by John 
Steinbeck called East of Eden, 
and we were unanimous in our 
approval. This January, we 
chose Steinbeck’s The Winter 
of Our Discontent, and the 
result again was a unanimous 
thumbs-up. 

Steinbeck still has much to 
say to us. 

Published in 1961, The Winter 
of Our Discontent is an exami- 
nation of morals, and one good 
man’s descent down a slippery 
slope as he works to improve 
his family's wealth and position 
within the society of the town. 
In a larger sense, the book 
reflects Steinbeck’s unease 
with the decline of America’s 
integrity and values in favor of 
profit and material gain. 

Ethan Allen Hawley, the 
“good man,” is descended from 
a long and proud New England 
family of whalers and sea cap- 
tains. Years before, a suspicious 
fire burned his grandfather's 
ship to the waterline. Although 
the ship had been insured, a 
series of bad investments put 
an end to the Hawley fortune.

Ethan is ambivalent about his 
life.

The Town Manager sold 
equipment to the township, and 
the judges fixed traffic tickets 
as they had for so long they did

Dear Editor: 

I find myself responding to an 
editorial in last week’s paper 
dated January 14, 2004, submit- 
ted by editor Shawn P. Sullivan. 
First of all, let me quote some 

its of the editorial of last 
week’s paper, then I'll respond 
to them: 

The editor starts off in his 
headline: “First McCoy, then 
Palmer, who's next?” * 

Then he writes, “Just/two™ 
years ago, McCoy was the odd 
man out, the lone dissenter 
whose views and hope for polit- 
ical survival clashed with a 
Board of Selectman that was

“Last month, town counsel 
Paul DeRensis successfully 
renegotiated his contract in a 
way that will cost the town 
more money. In seeking 
greater compensation, 
DeRensis evidently contradict- 
ed assertions that he made dur- 
ing his interviews last summer 
that assured selectmen that he 
would accept a fixed salary that 
was approved by voters at the 
annual town meeting.” 

Well, Shawn, let me sum it up 
for you. Evidently, I know you 
work in Wilmington, however, 
you live in New Hampshire, so 
that long commute must get 
you confused on what’s going 
on in Wilmington. After all, I 
work and own a business in 
Wilmington, and I've lived in 
Wilmington all of my life, 45 
years to be exact. 

You're right. Some members 
of the Board of Selectmen got 
the boot at election time or 
resigned after they tried to 
hang me just twelve days before 
my election of April 2002.

over a year and a half ago. 

That complaint, 
too, has gone nowhere. 

Shawn, to imply that I lost my 
i nce because that is 
what got me reelected during 
the most dirty election in 
recent memory, you're 
absolutely, unequivocally mis-

Just maybe, just maybe 
Shawn,-this new, refreshing 
board is in syne with the resi- 
dents.

I, as 
chairman, have given a seg- 
ment of the agenda, known as 
public comments, an opportuni- 
ty for residents to speak out, 
cut through the red tape of 
local government” and bring 
their complaints “live from 
Wilmington, on Monday 
nights.” 

Your comments on Selectman 
Bob Palmer being the only vote 
not to renegotiate with the pre- 
sent town counsel on his con- 
tract was quite contradictory to 
what he had to say in negotia- 
tion session. You're right, he 
didn’t. I don’t care if God 
Almighty came down from the 
heavens and appeared in Room 
Nine of the Board of Selectmen 
and said, “I want to be your 
town counsel.

The Great Snowstorm 


Those of us who listen to our 
smlgather forecasters, on the 
radio, last week had impression 
that we were going to get the 
snowstorm of the century, One 
forecaster, whose name very 
closely resembles his profes- 
sion, was practically hysterical 
as he warned his listeners 
about the storm that was com- 
ing. 

In our estimation, the fore- 
casters were wrong, and so 
were some of the papers that 
called it the “worst storm.” It 
was a piddling 8 or 10 inches, 
nothing like there used to be. It 
wasn't half as bad as a dozen 
“northeasters” that we have 
experienced. Maybe we have 
lived too many years ~ perhaps 
that’s the trouble. 


The Great Cold Snap 


While we are talking about 
our’ weathermen, let's also have 
an‘argument about how cold it 

§. Some of our most eminent 
forecasters made the statement 
tHat the coldest weather in 
Massachusetts last Wednesday 

it was about 12 degrees 
low zero. 

We know of a dozen autos that 
froze up, and the owners told us 
they were protected to 15 to 20 
bélow. We also had several 
dozen reports, from various 
sotirces, about 24 degrees 
bélow, in many parts of town. 
Inf the case of our thermometer, 
it'tead 14 below zero, and our 
néjghbor read 17 below. 

It’ could be that the ther- 
niometers were inaccurate, but 
with so many reports, plus the 
car’ freezings, we are inclined to 
doubt our experts, 

It\is interesting to note that 
thé:coldest reports came from 
those parts of town that are 
aldhg the meadows and brooks, 
in practically every instance. 
We'live on a hill, which is, in 
our belief, the reason we did- 
n't,t get the very low tempera- 
ture that others did.

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Wilmington Police Department 
issues fundraising warning 


WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
Police Chief Bernard Nally says 
that the office of Attorney 
General Tom Reilly has 
received numerous inquires 
and complaints with regard to 
the charitable fund raising 
organizations soliciting in 
M. chusetts. One such orga- 
nization, which has recently 
come to their attention, is the 
Police Protective Fund. This is 
a tax-exempt section 501 (¢) (3) 


organization based in Austin, 
Tex: It is registered in 
Massachusetts and in compli- 


ance with the law thus may 
legally conduct solicitations 
here in Massachusetts. 

The Police Protective fund 
has solicited in Wilmington in 
the past. Chief Nally wants the 
residents of Wilmington to 
clearly understand that neither 
the Wilmington Police 
Department nor any employees 
of the department are benefi- 
ciaries of this charity organiza- 
tion. 

According to the companies 
IRS form 990, (Return of 
Organization Exempt from 


income Tax); filed for tax year 
2002, the Police Protective Fund 
collected $4,221,306 in charita- 
ble donations from the public. 
The 


company reported that 


3,713,773 was allotted for 
fundraising expenses. 
According to the company tax 
returns it appears that only 


$48,030 in benefits (1% of dona- 
tions solicited) were actually 


dispersed to recipients. 

Chief Nally advises that 
should you be contacted by any 
fundraising organization, you 
should take the time to ensure 
that your donation will be used 
for its intended purpose. Take 
the time to learn more about 
the organization asking you for 
money. 

Know your charity. (verify 
address, phone number, contact 
information, website). Never 
give to a charity you know noth- 
ing about. 

Examine your options. Never 
feel compelled to give to any 
charity. There are many chari- 
table organizations responding 
to diverse needs and many of 
them are purporting to be sup- 
porting police officers and fire- 
fighters. 

Be wary of appeals that are 
long on emotion. The hard luck 
tale is a favorite ploy of a phony 
operator. A legitimate charity 
will tell you how it’s using your 
money to address specific 
needs, 

Ask lots of questions. Ask the 
caller is her or she is a “paid 
fundraiser”? They are required 
to tell you. 

You should know that profes- 

sional fundraisers commonly 
take at least 70% of every dollar 
donated as their fee. That 
means for every dollar you con- 
tribute, only about 30 cents 
actually reaches the cause you 
are supporting.

Don’t succumb to pressure. 
‘Take the time to decide. Many 
legitimate charitable organiza- 
tions are out there; make sure 
the organization collecting your 
money is legitimate. 

Do not pay by cash. Pay by 
check, and make it out to the 
charity (use it’s full name, 
don’t use initials), not the 
fundraiser. Never give your 
credit card number to a 
fundraiser over the telephone. 
If the fundraiser directly 
approaches you, ask to see 
identification. Better yet, mail 
your check to the charity of 
your choice, 

Always ask if the contribution 
is tax deductible. 

Find out what the charity 
intends to do with the excess 
contributions remaining after 
the specific needs of the 
fundraiser are met

President authorizes emergency 
snow aid for Massachusetts 


WASHINGTON - The head of 
the U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security’s Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) announced 
today that federal disaster 
funds have been made available 


for Massachusetts to supple- 


ment state and local govern- 
ment costs for responding to 
last month's record snowfall. 


Michael D. Brown, Under 
Secretary of Homeland 
Security for Emergency 
Preparedness and Response, 


said the assistance was autho- 
rized under an emergency dec- 
laration issued by President 
Bush following a review of the 
agencies analysis of the state’s 
request for federal relief. The 


declaration covers jurisdictions 
with record and near record 
snowfall that occurred over the 
period of December 6-7, 2003. 
After the President's action, 
Brown designated the following 
12 counties eligible for federal 
funding to pay part of the cost 
for emergency protective mea- 
sures undertaken as a result of 
the snowstorm: Barnstable, 


Berkshire, Bristol, Essex, 
Franklin, Hampden,

Norfolk, Plymouth, Suffolk and 
Worcester. 

Under the emergency declara- 
tion, FEMA will provide reim- 
bursement to state and local 
government agencies for 75 per-

: District Attorney poe if members violated. open meeting laws

District Attorney, confirmed on 
Tuesday, January 20 that her 
office is investigating the cir- 
cumstances surrounding an 
alleged gathering of a quorum 
of the Mills Study Committee at 
a Tewksbury restaurant imme- 
diately following a public meet- 


The investigation stems from 
a letter sent by resident Robert 
Kelley to the Office of the 
District Attorney in which an 
dpinion on the matter was 
requested. According to 
Kelley's letter, he became 
‘aware of a quorum of the Mills 
‘Stady Committee dining in the 
“Tewksbury Piccadilly Pub 
cimmediately following __ its 
October 23 meeting. Kelley's 
‘assertion was based on infor- 
mation provided to him by 
Peter Guglietta, then a resident 
member of the Mills Study 
Committee. 


A re-organization of the com- 
mittee had occurred during 
that October 23 meeting, during 
which Selectman Douglas 
Sears was removed from his 
position as Chairman. 

A majority of Sears’ fellow 
committee members had 
become critical of his leader- 
ship and his persistence in 
investigating the ongoing land 
dispute between the Perkins 
Family Trust and the former 
owner of Nova Corporation. 
The Mills Corporation hopes to 
build a mall on the land in 
question in South tewksbury. 
That matter, most of the com- 
mittee members felt, was out- 
side of their scope of study. 

During the re-organization, 
Raymond Shaw, who had been 
serving as the committee's 
Vice Chairman, was nominated 
for the position of Chairman by 
fellow. committee member, for- 
mer Tewksbury Police Chief 
John Mackey. Committee 
member Steve Deackoff nomi- 
nated Sears for the position. 

Shaw was elected to the posi- 
tion by a vote of 5 to 3, with 
Sears, Deackoff, and Peter 
Guglietta on the dissenting 
side. Sears was then nominated 
for the position of Vice 
Chairman, but lost to fellow 
committee member Jim Carter 
by an identical vote. Mike Sitar 


was nominated for the position 
of Clerk and was voted in unan- 
imously. 

According to Kelley’s letter, 
Guglietta was invited by Sears 
to the Piccadilly Pub following 
the meeting. Guglietta then 
allegedly found Sears in the 
dining area of the restaurant at 
a table with fellow committee 
members Raymond Shaw, Jim 
Carter and Steve Deackoff 
Also allegedly seated at the 
table were Attorney Richard 
O’Neill, who represents the 
Mills Corporation, Elizabeth 
Link, a ‘representative of the 
Mills Corporation, .and an 
unnamed engineering consul- 
tant for the Mills Corporation. 

“Mr. Guglietta stated that this 
group must have been there for 
a while because he noticed a lot 
of food and drink already con- 
sumed on the table,” Kelley's 
letter states. “(H)e stated that 
the conversation around the 
table, while casual for the most 
part, did involve aspects of the 
re-zoning proposal under 
review by their standing com- 
mittee.” 

According to the District 
Attorney's Open Meeting Law 
Guidelines, which were revised 
in July of 2003, every board, 
committee, commission, or sub- 
committee which is ' elected, 
appointed, or otherwise consti- 


tuted is governed by 
Massachusetts Open Meeting 
laws. 

Furthermore, the OMLG 
states that Open Meeting Law 
applies to “every meeting of a 
quorum of a governmental 
body, if any public business 
over which the governmental 
body has jurisdiction is dis- 
cussed or considered.” 

A quorum is defined in the 
law as a simple majority of the 
body. In the case of the Mills 
Study Committee, a minimum 
of 5 of the 8 members would 
constitute a quorum. 

The OLMG does account for 
“chance” or “social” meetings 
at which matters of official 
business are discussed. The 
law does not apply to those sit- 
uations, provided no final deci- 
sion on such business is 
reached 

In his letter, Kelley recognizes 
the law's allowance for chance 
and social meetings, but he 
writes, “(It also states that 
these type of meetings are like- 
wise not to be used to circum- 
vent the letter or spirit of the 
law.” 

The OLMG provides a hypo- 
thetical example of such a cir- 
cumvention of the law, in which 
“two days after a so-called 
chance. or social meeting at 
which members of a school 


committee discussed the clos- 
ing of a school, the school com- 
mittee convened in an open 
meeting and without discussion 
ratified a determination about 
the closing that had been 
reached at the earlier ‘chance’ 
meeting.” 

“The fact that 5 members, a 
quorum of this committee, 
including the Chair and Vice 
Chair, met with the proponents, 
whereby this proposal was a 
part of the discussion, formal 
or otherwise, is to me more 
than just the appearance of an 
Open Meeting Law violation,” 
Kelley states in his letter. 

Selectmen Douglas Sears was 
willing to take the weight of the 
investigation on his shoulders 
when contacted for comment 

“Tl take full responsibility,” 


Sears said. “I was so dis- 
traught over my ouster as 
Chairman of the Mills 


Committee that I sought to 
drown my sorrows in a local 
watering hole. I never realized 
that so many would come to 
comfort me.” 


The Attorney General's Office 
has requested that Mills Study 
Committee Chairman Raymond 
Shaw provide its office with the 
November 13, 2003 meeting 
minutes and the names, tele 
phone numbers, and titles of 
the individuals present at the 
October *23 social gathering 
before January 12. 

“Under the Open Meeting 
Law, the District Attorney is 
vested with the responsibility of 


investigating this matter,” stat 
ed Piszezek 
“Several of the committee 


members as well as the propo: 
nent’s attorney are very experi 
enced in official town matters 
and should have recognized 
that this gathering, following a 
regularly scheduled meeting on 
this controversial proposal, had 
the potential of being an Open 
Meeting issue,” Kelley stated in 
his letter. 

Attempts were made to con 
tact Kelley, Shaw, Guglietta, 
and O'Neill, but none respond- 
ed for comment

bility to rid the town of the con- 
taminants in its water supply. 

“I have always considered 
Olin a serious concern that pre- 
vious boards have tried to hide 
and run away from,” Nelson 
says.

@ame winning streak which puts 
them at 5-3-1 overall and 3-2-1 in 
the NEC/CAL II Division trail- 
ing Lynnfield and ~ Triton. 
Lynnfield falls to 8-1-1 overall 
and 6-1-1 in the league with their 
first loss of the season. 

“A win like that coupled with 
the win over Tewksbury can 
really jump start the season,” 
said coach Steve Scanlon. “We're 
hoping to build off of these two 
games. This was a huge win for 
us. Our leaders did a good job 
and they kept their cool.” 

Ironically, the intensity for the 
‘Cats was raised a few more 
notches during the third period 
on a melee in the right/hand 
corner, Lynnfield \dumped the 
puck to the left of Wilmington 
goalie Andy Berian. He came 
out of the net to play the puck 
but was tripped up. Several 
Wilmington players took Scott 
Fitzmeyer into the corner, 
buried him with several hits. 
That ensued a pretty good melee 
and three penalties were called 
in,all, two on the Pioneers which 
gave the ‘Cats a power play. 
Fifteen seconds into it, Tony 
Resendes tied the game up on a 
beautiful slap shot from the 
right circle. 

“That (melee) gave us a shot in 
the arm,” said Scanlon. “We 


were protecting our goalie and 
after that I thought we came out 
and played with much more 
gusto.”

‘Cats simply too flat |

When the Wilmington High 
boys basketball team lost its 
first game of the season, it was 
because Newburyport took it 
the ‘Cats, who also didn’t play 
their best defensive game. 

On Monday night, loss No. 2 
also came at home. And this 
one didn’t come down to X’s 
and O's down in the defensive 
zone. It came to intensity, or 
lack there of. Wilmington (10-2) 
came out very flat, and never 
recovered, while, Pentucket (6- 
4) worked much harder in the 
game, chasing rebounds, grab- 
bing loose balls and earning the 
56-51 victory over Wilmington. 

“Games like this comes down 
to courage and we didn’t dis- 
play any of that,” said coach 
Jim McCune. “Now we're two 
games behind in the league 
standings and there's three 
teams in front of us. Our whole 
problem is we have too many 
people who are out on their own 
mission. It's not my mission. It 
feels like we're swimming 


upstream, 

“We played with a lot of nega- 
tive energy. The kids play with 
a lot of energy but tonight it 
was negative. How many times 
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‘Wilmington High senior center Zach Mitzan looks to make a 
pass during last week's loss to Newburyport at home. 
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did we try to dribble through 
four players? Our execution was 
awful. Pentucket worked harder 
and wanted it more.” 

In terms of X’s and 0's, 
Wilmington did a terrible job of 
passing the ball, passing into 
lanes which weren’t open and 
not passing the ball to the open 
player. That resulted in count- 
less number of turnovers and 
easy points for Pentucket, espe- 
cially in the final minutes when 
Wilmington actually had a 
chance to pull out the victory. 

“Twenty-four turnovers we 
had,” said McCune. “I told the 
kids before the game that the 
only way Pentucket could beat 
us if we gave them easy bas- 
kets. One of two ways to get 
easy baskets is committing 
turnovers for lay-ups and the 
second one is giving them sec- 
ond opportunities on shots and 
rebounds. Our defense never 
pressured them. 

“T'll tell you that I’ve never 
worked so hard in a season 
before to get kids to do stuff 
over and over and they still 
don’t do it. We took a step back- 
wards tonight. Our offense I 
thought was coming around a 
bit because we were playing as 
a team. Tonight we had no ball

movement, there was too much 
1-on-1 and the bottom line is we 
turned the ball over too much 
especially on the dribble.” 

The first half started off slop- 
py and ended the same. Neither 
team had more than a four- 
point lead through the first 16 
minutes. Wilmington was led by 
Eric Olilla, who was back after 
sitting out a few games with an 
ankle injury, who had six 
points. The ‘Cats held a one- 
point lead at the break. 

Five minutes into the second 
half the game was tied at 32. 
But in the last 11:04, Pentucket 
outscored Wilmington, 24-19, 
including going on a 12-2 run 
over the next three minutes 
which gave them a ten-point 
lead. Wilmington did climb 
back into the game, going on a 
9-2 run of their own, cutting it to 
48-43 with 4:58 left. 

Two minutes later, Wilmington 
called a timeout, trailing by six 
points with three minutes to go. 
After Zach Mitzan nailed a bas- 
ket on a put back with 1:30 to go 
cutting it down to four, it 
seemed as if Wilmington had 
plenty of time for the comeback 
bid. Instead, the ‘Cats turned 
the ball over four times 
enabling the Sachems to cele- 
brate on the gymnasium floor. 

“We had a three or four point 
lead and Pentucket took a shot 
and it went off the rim and 
there was no one from our side 
who even pursued the ball,” 
said McCune. “We have to do 
better than this. If we don't, 
we're not going to win too many 
games. Thankfully we already 
qualified for the tournament 
because if we play like this 
we're not going to win.” 

Mitzan led the way with 14 
points and 12 rebounds, and 
Olilla contributed with 13. Joe 
Herra was the third player in 
double figures as he hit three 
treys and ended with 11 points.

No one has to tell Eric

state championship at the 
, Boston Garden. 

“It was an unbelievable expe- 


rience - going to see the Celtics 
play there and then to have the 
opportunity to play there,” he 
said. “My junior year we actu- 
ally played a league game there 
and then my senior year to play 
at a state championship was 
unbelievable.” 

After he graduated, he went to 
Framingham St. College, where 
he originally wanted to get into 
broadcasting. For a while, he 
worked some odd jobs, includ- 
ing a few in broadcasting until 
he finally decided to follow in 
his uncle’s footsteps and 
become a firefighter. In 1984, he 
became an assistant coach of 
the varsity team at St 
Clement's High School in 
Somerville under McCune. 

“Coach McCune in 1987 had an 
undefeated team (at St. 
Clement’s) and went to the 
Division III Championship,” 
said Keane. “We had a really 
good team. There were a lot of 
great guys - a lot of them we're 
actually friends with now.” 

After the 1987 season, Keane 
took some time off to be with 
his family and to focus on his 
profession.

The Shawsheen Tech boys 
basketball team had already 
shown that they were many 
things this season as they 
approached the halfway mark.

In the game immediately fol- 
lowing the tough loss to 
Minuteman the Rams traveled 
to Lowell Catholic to take on a 
revenge minded squad that had 
been blown out by the Rams in 
the season opener.

All you eae to do is look at 
the career numbers for 
Shawsheen Tech head hockey 
coach Bill Gordon to know what 
kind of spectacular career he 
has had. Gordon, in his 29th 
year at Shawsheen and in is 
25th year as the head coach has 
compiled over 330 wins as a 
head coach and has been part 
of over 440 wins overall as both 
an assistant and head coach. 

Given these numbers it proba- 
bly should have come as no sur- 
prise when the veteran coach 


was elected to the 
Massachusetts State High 
School Association Hall of 


Fame this past week, but the 
humble coach was shocked 
when he heard the news. 

“It definitely caught me by 
surprise. Usually they will wait 
until a few years after you 
retire so it came as quite a 
shock,” Gordon said. “It’s an 
amazing honor. | still have't 
really fathomed how this came 
to be. To be linked with the 
greats of hockey like this, I just 
can’t believe it.” 

Gordon found out about the 
honor prior to Shawsheen’s 
game last week with Northeast 
and according to Shawsheen 
assistant coach Joe Giuliotti, 
Gordon was most definitely 
stunned. 

“I didn’t think he would make 
to the bench,” Giuliotti said. 
“He was really stunned, but 
when you always think of oth- 
ers before yourself the way he 
does, that’s why he was so sur- 
prised. I had mentioned the 
possibility of him being elected 
tu him a few times, but he never 
wanted to talk about it.” 

Gordon's reputation for 
putting others first was evident 
in his comments regarding his 
election. When it was men- 
tioned to him what a great indi- 
vidual accomplishment it was 
for him to be elected to the Hall 
of Fame, he quickly deflected 
the praise. 

“This is the kind of thing that 
happens to you when you are 
surrounded by great players 
and great assistant coaches,” 
Gordon said. 

Gordon has most certainly 
had some very talented players 
over the years and he has also 
been very fortunate to have 
some very good assistant 
coaches over the years, includ- 
ing his current staff which 
includes Giuliotti, Duane Cleak 
and Chuck Baker. But Giuliotti 
says that regardless of who 
Gordon was coaching he still 
would be successful. 

“He’s a tremendous coach. 
He's more than a coach, he’s a 
teacher of the game of hockey,” 
Giuliotti said. “He gets his 
points across very nicely. 
Dealing with high school kids 
that can sometimes be very 
tough, but he always has a way 
of getting across to them. He's 
as good a motivator as I've 
seen.” A 

Gordon has fine tuned those 
skills over a career that began 


31 years ago when as a 21 year 
old he began a program at St. 
Mary’s of Cambridge. The 
team played in the old Catholic 
Conference against what were 
some of the top teams in the 
entire country. In two years 
with the team, they compiled a 
record of 0-30-1, certainly a 
tough initiation into the coach- 
ing ranks, but Gordon would 
not trade those two years of 
experience. 

“That was the best experience 
of my coaching career. It was 
tough playing against those 
teams with a new program like 
that, but it was the most pro- 
ductive two years of my coach- 
ing career,” Gordon said. “I 
could not see myself where I 
am now without that experi- 
ence.” 

Over the years Gordon has 
helped build Shawsheen into a 
hockey power, qualifying for the 
state tournament in all but two 
seasons and finishing with a 
winning record for all but one. 
He was also at the helm of the 
1984 state championship team 
that truly established the 
Shawsheen name as a force to 
be reckoned with in high school 
hockey in Massachusetts. 

“One of the proudest things 
we've accomplished is that now 
Shawsheen is knows as a hock- 
ey power,” Gordon said. “It 
kind of shows what good hockey 
towns we are able to draw from. 
You can’t beat the five towns 
that come to Shawsheen as far 
as hockey tradition.” 

Over the years at Shawsheen 
Gordon has obviously fiileda 
boatload of memories, so when 
he was aksed to pick just one or 
two it was obviously difficult 
for him to narrow over half his 
life down to just a couple of 
moments. But he was able to 
peik out a couple of special 
parts of his career. 

“From a pure wins and losses 
standpoint the 1984 state cham- 
pionship certainly stands out,” 
Gordon said. “And from a per- 
sonal standpoint the things that 
stand out are the commitment 
the kids have given me over the 
years. It’s very humbling for 
me to have these kids always 
give me their best.” 

Gordon had referred to the 
fact that an honor such as the 
Hall of Fame often does not 
come until after retirement. 
This prompted the obvious 
question as to when Gordon will 
hang up his whistle. 

“Well, it’s on the horizon,” 
Gordon said. “I can’t say exact- 
ly when it will be but it is with- 
in sight.” 

When Gordon does call it 
quits, the coaching profession 
will be losing a true legend. As 
Giuliotti points out, not just 
anybody can do what Gordon 
has done in his career. 

“You can call it influence or 
call it what you want, but he 
has a knack for teaching these 
kids,” Giuliotti said. “You have 
to be around coaches to under- 
stand that some have that 
knack, but most don’t. Bill has 
it.”

Low-level heat is 
good for back pain 


According to two recent clin- 
ical studies, patients can turn 
to continuous, low-level heat 
therapy for effective relief of 
acute low back pain.

Because of these find- 
j ings, researchers say it is

products or red/processed 
meats. 


said Deborah J. Steiner, M.D., 
the principal investigator of the 
trials and director of clinical 
research, Research Testing 
Laboratories, Great Neck, N.Y. 
To find out, Dr. Steiner and 
colleagues evaluated almost 300 
patients with acute low back 
pain in two studies, one con- 
ducted during the day and the 
other during nighttime. 
Patients were randomly 
assigned to receive eight hours 
of continuous, low-level heat 
therapy (via ThermaCare 
HeatWraps) per day for three 
consecutive days, or nights 
while sleeping, or oral placebo.

“It is striking not just that 
breakfast eating is a frequent 
behavior among individuals 
within this group, but that such 
a high proportion report eating

In fact, a growing body of 
evidence indicates that a sim- 
ple bowl of cereal may be a key 
component for getting and 
staying slender. For instance, 
data from Nielsen’s National 
Eating Trends Survey, which 
has presented at the annual 
conference of the North 
American Association for the 
Study of Obesity show that 
women who are frequent cereal 
eaters (those who eat cereal 
more than seven times in a 
two-week period) weigh about 
eight pounds less on average 
than women who eat cereal 
infrequently or not at all. 

The data also indicates that 
those who do not eat cereal fre- 
quently are more likely to be 
overweight or obese. Among 
women, infrequent cereal 
eaters, and male infrequent 
Saree salers are 12 percent 
more likely to be overweight or
